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ENOUGH TO MAKE BRIGHTON ROCK 
Most architects are now accustomed 
to hearing—if not actually uttering 


themselves—the phrase . . . “ What a 
pity they’re going to build there.” The 
ring of despair with which these words 
are spoken is often justified, but there 
are times, perhaps, when architects, at 
least, should withhold their disapproval 
until they have seen what will be built. 
Pre-judging the issue is a beguiling 
hobby but has its risks. 


These cautious words, delivered from 
ASTRAGAL’S now well-smoothed perch 
upon the fence, are inspired by the pro- 
posal, recently announced, to build a 
new town hall in Brighton facing the 
Pavilion. This proposal involves the 


demolition of a number of very preity 
Regency houses (see page 682), and has 
aroused local protests as well as 
another letter to The Times. None of 
these houses is, of course, as_ the 
protestants admit, a masterpiece, but 
together they constitute a piece of un- 
usually delightful and coherent scenery 
which everybody will agree would be 
very sadly missed. 


No doubt another site—if it could be 
found—would be more visually wel- 
come to Brighton visitors. Neverthe- 
less, it is at least conceivable that the 
new building will be a good one, and 
it is certainly inconceivable that it 
could be as discouraging to the eye as 
that existing semi-circular block of 
shops near the Pavilion which, as far 
as ASTRAGAL remembers, went up with- 
out a murmur of protest at the time, 
and has effectively ruined at least one 
important part of the old Steine. 
ASTRAGAL, therefore, remains sym- 
pathetic to preservation but open to 
conviction by a new masterpiece. May 
we be told, please, whether any draw- 
ings yet exist? 


VICTORIA EMBANKMENT 

Equally guarded—perhaps this un- 
usual caution is due to the redness of 
experts’ faces over the Piltdown Man? 
—is ASTRAGAL’S opinion of the sug- 
gestion that the new central strip along 
the Victoria Embankment should be 
planted with shrubs and not left paved.

While always a one for improvement, 
ASTRAGAL doubts the merit of this pro- 
posal. Shrubs in London tend to get 
sooty. shrunken and smelly; their roots 
are usually full of bus tickets and sand- 
wich paper; they often have to be pro- 


tected by horrid little railings. More- 
over, previous evidence of similar 
“improvement ” in London squares of 
the Westminster City Council is dis- 
couraging where it has not 
actively disastrous.

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Houses Go? 


A distinguished band of Brighton’s well-wishers wrote a 
letter to The Times last week, protesting at the proposal 
to pull down Regency buildings in Pavilion Parade (above) 
and some of those in the Old Steine (left). The proposal 
is part of the development plan for Brighton County 
Borough, which has been submitted by the corporation to 
the MOHLG. It is suggested that the new town hall, if 
and when built, shall be placed on the site of these buildings, 
almost opposite the east front of the Royal Pavilion. 
The Times letter-writers said that “ while we are aware that 
none of these houses is of the highest architectural quality, 
their removal would transform the central section of 
Brighton, close to the Royal Pavilion, which still retains 
its interesting contemporary character, into a largely 
modern setting.

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NEW TOWNS DEBATE 

The debate at last week’s meeting of 
the Architecture Club—I am told—was 
one of the most lively and interesting 
that the Club has had for some time. 
The motion was “ that the New Towns 
are a failure.” In proposing the motion 
Leo de Syllas could find nothing at all 
to praise in the New Towns, .and in 
opposing it Frederick Gibberd could 
find nothing to blame (he described the 
motion itself as “ monstrous”). The 
chairman of the Hemel Hempstead 
Corporation and the general manager 
of Harlow made eloquent and enthu- 
siastic speeches saying how fine their 
towns were—and so did the chairman 
of the LCC Planning Committee.

Among the architect speakers G. A. 
Jellicoe said that a New Town seemed 
to him like a new book. Sir Hugh 
Casson said he didn’t understand 
money but he knew the smell of a town, 
and the New Towns hadn’t it. Ralph 
Tubbs said there was too much segre- 
gation in the New Towns. And 
Thomas Sharp said that there was too 
much space. 


But in spite of an occasional murmur 
of disappointment, poor Mr. de Syllas 
didn’t find a single supporter in his 
contention about failure.

WHAT ARE WE PREPARED TO PAY ? 


T the national conference held recently by the Town and 
Country Planning Association on Financial Problems of 
Planning, the theme implicit to nearly all the discussions 

was : how much planning can the country afford ? 

The conference was a most useful one: the papers and 
discussion sharply defined the anomalies and problems that 
are prominent in this interim phase of planning legislation. 
The occasion was also unique: it was the first time that a 
conference had been held on a subject on which legislation is 
about to be introduced into Parliament. When the new 
Planning Bill is debated some Members will already have had 
the advantage of a preliminary debate with representatives of 
many authorities. 

Although the conference’s interest was principally centred 
upon the new policy for payment of compensation and its 
possible effects upon planning, some worthwhile excursions 
were made into the field of immediate practicalities. Sir 
Howard Roberts made some sensible suggestions about over- 
coming the problem of dispensing industry from congested 
centres and F. J. Osborn pleaded for an overhaul of the 
housing subsidy policy. In the discussion many speakers 
agreed that for expensive sites there should be an equal 
subsidy for high and low development ; some spoke also in 
favour of a subsidy, instead of being on a dwelling unit basis, 
to be on a floor space system, similar to that practised in 
Northern Ireland. 

With the abandonment of the financial sections of the 1947 
Act and the policy of once and for all buying up of development 
rights, many speakers expressed the fear that planning would 
return to its pre-war ineffectiveness. With the new code 
mooted, the government makes no attempt to collect better- 
ment. Thus there will be no money available to offset 
compensation payments. Local authorities will still decide on 
the merits of a planning application ; if they reject an appli- 
cation, and compensation is payable the latter will come from 
unspecified central funds, the ultimate controller of which 
is the Treasury. 

That the country can have only as much planning—whether 
positive or negative in character—as it can afford is probably 
true. If the new system is going to work, however, in the 


long-term and to withstand the hazards of yearly budgets, it 
will call for an extraordinarily high standard of integrity of 
purpose from local authorities and Whitehall alike.

Mr. Ruse of Dunn’s of Bromley (AJ: Sep- 
tember 24) and I think someone should. 


Mr. Ruse, if he will allow me to say so, 
makes the same assumptions as all other 
purveyors of merchandise and building 
components, i.e., that they are the only ones 
that matter, and that all the other dimen- 
sional requirements can be modified to suit 
them. This is the root cause of the present 
dimensional chaos, which in turn leads to 
“modules, grid-plans, dimensional  co- 
ordination and so forth... .” And, inci- 
dentally, to Modular Societies. 


He pleads the special case of the small 

house, which is about the most difficult 
thing in the world to design successfully 
and please everybody—including the carpet 
salesman—very largely because this same 
dimensional unco-ordination is felt at its 
most acute in these necessarily confined 
spaces.

Public Lavatories 


Sir,—Your issue of May 14 was devoted 
mainly to various aspects of the design and 
equipment of public lavatories. You, and 
your readers, may therefore be interested in 
a_ case put forward by a resident of my 
district. 


This lady suffers from arthritis, and she 
feels that for herself and other people suffer- 
ing from this or similar handicaps, grab-rails 
should be provided in at least one w.c. com- 
partment in each public lavatory. She has 
in mind the provision of a rail at each side 
of the compartment by which a person so 
disabled would obtain assistance in rising 
and sitting. 


The question of marking such a compart- 
ment in a special way might lead to diffi- 
culties, and if this fitting were adopted in a 
small unattended lavatory it would be better 
to treat all compartments in the same way. 


It would probably be wise to set the grab- 
rails at about 45 deg. from the horizontal, 
both for the convenience of the user and to 
discourage misuse, such as climbing or stand- 
ing on the rails.

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Changes in Building Licences 
Next Year 


On January 1 the free limit for industrial 
and agricultural building work will be in- 
creased from £2,000 to £25,000 and for all 
other work, including housing, from £500 
to £1,000. From the same date local 
authorities will give licences automatically 
for houses up to 1,500 sq. ft. in size, and 
for not more than 50 houses at a time, and 
they will have discretionary powers to issue 
licences for houses up to 2,500 sq. ft. 

This was announced in the Commons on 
Monday by Sir David Eccles, Minister of 
Works. He also said that proposals for 
houses in excess of 2,500 sq. ft. would be 
referred to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. Applications t@ build 
more than 50 houses at one time would be 
referred by the local authority, with their 
recommendation, to the regional office of the 
Ministry of Housing for consideration in 
consultation with the Ministry of Works, 
since building plans of this size might affect 
the programme to be carried out in an area 
wider than that of the local authority imme- 


diately concerned. These arrangements for ‘ 
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private house-building would also apply to 
Scotland. 

As a further step towards simplifying 
licensing procedure, from January 1, 1954, 
applications for building licences for all 
classes of buildings except housing should 


be sent to the Regional Licensing Office | 


of the Ministry of Works. If in any 
area the load on the building industry 
appeared likely to become excessive, his 


regional officers would operate the starting 
date procedure and thus preserve a balance 
between building work in the private and 
public sectors of the economy.

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Changes in the building industry tend to take place slowly—in fact, almost imperceptibly, 
so that it is all too easy not to notice that they have taken place at all. In scouring the 
Building Exhibition (which closed yesterday) for new products, of which there were very 


few, our Specialist Editors noted a large number of exhibits which symbolized changes in 


building technique which are already widely accepted by the industry. These included 
light cladding systems for framed buildings, three of which are described in this week's 
issue ; ready-to-decorate room-height panels for partitions and for the inner skin of 
cavity walling ; floor and roof decking systems of a variety of materials ; and various 
other products designed to reduce site man-hours, such as precast concrete eaves and gutter 


units, and to minimize the amount of wet construction, such as patent suspended ceiling 


systems. 


In the following report the JoURNAL’s Specialist Editors have concentrated 


on new products, since most of the other exhibits have already been mentioned in our 


regular feature “* The Industry ”’ or elsewhere in the JOURNAL. 


In addition to illus- 


trations of the products described, the report 1s accompanied by photographs of some of 
the most attractive stands and of some of the men who helped to make this year’s Building 
Exhibition not only the largest, but probably the most successful. 


THE BUILDING EXHIBITION: 


REPORT BY THE JOURNAL’S SPECIALIST EDITORS 


THE DEPARTMENT OF SCIENTIFIC AND 
INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH 


There were several important lessons to 

be learnt on the BRS section of the 
DSIR_ stand—the first concerned con- 
densation in chimneys. The increasing 
use of slow-burning fires and stoves, and 
the consequent reduction in the rate at 
which air passes up the chimney, 
increases the danger of condensation. 
The damage which such condensation 
can cause was demonstrated by means 
of a model (photo right) and the 
following advice was given :— 


For new chimneys : (i) use a properly- 
throated precast concrete capping ; 

(ii) use a damp-proof course under the 
capping and at roof level ; 

(iii) avoid the use of a dense render- 
ing ; 

(iv) provide a suitable flue lining, 
e.g., by using socketed glazed earthen- 
ware pipes ; 

(v) insulate the flue lining from the 
chimney stack. One way of doing this 
is to have an air-space between the 
brickwork and the lining; in whichcase, 
leave a small hole at the lower end for 
drainage. 

When rebuilding a damaged flue: 


| 
incorporate as many of the above five 


points as possible, but a single length of 
asbestos-cement pipe inserted from the 
top may be more convenient than 
socketed pipes. 


The architect is asked_to pass on to the 
householder the following advice : 


(i) do not burn wet kitchen wasie: 
(ii) store solid fuel under cover and 
keep it dry. 


FOAMED SLAG BLOCKS 

A sample of walling of high quality 
foamed slag concrete blocks demon- 
strated most effectively how attractive 
these blocks can be and, in the opinion 
of the writer, if neatly laid, they would 
be satisfactory, unplastered, even for, 
say, one wall of a living room. BRS 
does not go as far as this, but suggests 
that they are adequate for entrance 
halls, etc. 

Part of the sample wall had not been 
painted and even this was attractive. 
The blocks were silver-grey in colour 
and the flush joints buff-coloured 
mortar. The remainder of the wall had 
been spray-painted with one coat of 
emulsion paint (in a paste! shade) and 
this was enough to penetrate deeply into 
the crevices of the blocks. It was 
interesting to note that, whereas the 
unpainted blocks are naturally rough to 
the touch, this single coat of paint made 
a tremendous difference and rubbing 
one’s hand across the painted blocks 


caused no discomfort. 


The mix used was | part cement : 
3 parts fine foamed slag: 6 parts 
coarse ‘foamed slag. 


DRYING OUT 


It is well known that severa! tons of 
water are used in constructing the

MOHLG—THE IMPORTANCE OF MIXED 
DEVELOPMENT 


The major part of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government stand 
was devoted to a visual demonstration, 
by means of charts, drawings and 
models, of the thesis that the best 
solution to the housing needs of the 
average town is mixed development of 
flats, maisonettes and houses. 


The average town was described as | 
one which suffers from areas of old | 


houses crowded together, factories 
mixed with houses, lack of open space, 
traffic congestion, lack of land—other 
than farmland—for expansion, and 


limited resources of money and labour. | 


The Ministry appears to favour re- 
housing from 70 to 80 per cent. of the 
people on sites within the town, and 
the remainder on new estates. It is 


claimed that, by means of mixed | 


development, this can be done, in the 


average town¥at a net density of about 


120 persons per acre. 


It is well known that the overwhelming | 


majority of people prefer houses, but to 
give them all houses would mean, says 
the Ministry, transferring as many as 
40-50 per cent. to new estates (thereby 
using up more valuable farming land), 
and it is equally well known that people 
prefer to stay within the town. 


On the other hand, to re-house every- 
one on the old sites would mean more 


flats, higher rents (because tall blocks of | 


flats cost more to build than houses— 


it is interesting to note that on the | 


Continent it is the other way round), 
and less private gardens. 


Mixed development has, therefore, a 


lot to commend it, and the Ministry |

REDUCING THE COST OF MULT!-STOREY

| PREFABRICATED CLADDING SYSTEMS 


Now that the new model byelaws make 
it possible to use light cladding to 
framed buildings, a number of firms are 
busy devising patent cladding systems. 
Two were on view at Olympia that are 
still in the prototype stage, although one 
of these has reached the stage where 
estimates have been made for an actual 
Job. Thefirm is Williams & Williams 
Ltd. ; the system is known as “* Wall- 
span’ ; the job for which it is being 
considered is the Yorke, Rosenberg and 
Mardall multi-storey technical college 
at Leeds. 


Wallspan comprises mullions and 
transomes of extruded aluminium, fixed 
outside (or inside) the structural frame 
—not within it. This grid of aluminium 
members can be filled in with glass, 
fixed direct to the mullions and tran- 
somes ; opening lights of standard 
aluminium window sections ; or any 
form of panel or sheet material. 


The mullions are made in three sizes, 
depending on the distance between the 
points at which they are attached to the 
structural frame: 5 in. deep when 
supported at 5-ft. centres ; 6% in. deep 


| when supported at 15-ft. centres ; 9 in. 


deep when supported at 20-ft. centres, 


The transomes are fixed to the mullions 
by means of spigots screwed to the 
mullions in the required positions at 
the works. Glazing and in-filling, of 
other sheet materials is held in position

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by means of beads with a spring clip 
fixing. 

The components would be delivered to 
the site, all cut to the exact lengths 
required and with all fixing spigots, 


spring clips, etc., in the necessary | 
positions, ready forimmediate assembly. | 


General price data are not yet avail- 
able, but Williams & Williams are ready 
to price any job submitted to them by 
an architect. 

The other new cladding system was 
shown by LC.I. It is known as the 
** Kynal ”’ secret fixing system, the basic 
element being an extruded aluminium 
member which acts as a cover strip to 
the edges of adjacent sheets of alu- 
minium. The heads of the fixing bolts 
are held in this extrusion so that they 
are not visible on the outside of the 
building. A special form of corrugated 
aluminium sheeting has been developed 
for use with this fixing system. The 
sheets have alternate wide and narrow 
corrugations, the latter being of the same 
section as the cover strip between the 
sheets. 

The system will be completed by head, 
sill and corner extrusions, details of 
which are not yet available. 

It is hoped that full information, 


including prices, supply position, etc., | 


will be available within a month or so.

THE GAS COUNCIL 


It is surprising how at an exhibition 
like this one comes across products 
which are not new, but which, f6r some 
reason, have not achieved the publicity 
or the success they deserve. The Gas 
Council’s stand was a case in point. On 
it was a cooker by Sidaey Flavel & Co. 
Ltd. (a sturdy job, incidentally, with an 
attractive bow front), with a really 
clever gadget—an oven shelf which 
hooks on to the oven door in any of 
three positions, so that when you open 
the door the baking dish comes out 
with it, and you don’t burn your fingers 
each time you want to see how the 
joint is getting on. 

This gadget is an optional extra on all 
the firm’s cookers. 

Two gas circulators were on show on 
the Gas Council stand—one by Parkin- 
son Water Heaters Ltd.; one by 
Radiation Group Sales Ltd. These are 
the gas industry’s equivalent to the 
electric immersion heater for summer 
hot water. Yet for some reason, while 
everybody has heard of immersion 
heaters, gas circulators are by no means 
so well known. 


They are more expensive to instal, | 


but they have this advantage—they can 
heat up a small quantity of water very 
quickly, because they heat first the 
water at the top of the storage tank. 


(With an immersion heater, it is | 
the water at the bottom which is | 
heated first, so that this water tends to | 


get mixed with the rest of the water in

the tank, and hot water cannot be 
drawn off until all the water in the tank 
is hot, unless a small supplementary 
immersion heater is fixed near the top 
of the tank.) 

Another appliance worth being re- 
minded of is the gas-operated airing 
cupboard heater. One manufactured 
by the Phoenix Supply Company was 
shown by the Gas Council. It costs 
under £5 ; uses only 2 cu. ft. of gas per 
hour; and the flame is_ entirely 
enclosed so that there is no danger of 
fire. 


FIRE PREVENTION 


The Fire Protection Association stand 
showed its usual publications including 
a new pamphlet showing that of 46,696 
building fires in the UK in 1952, 
6,104 were due to structural defects in 
the buildings themselves. This figure 
can be broken down as follows :— 

Fires in chimneys not confined 


to the chimney... 
Grate fires igniting structural 

timber under hearth. . 
Flue fires .. 956 


In other words, more than one fire in 
eight was associated with some part of 
the building fabric with which architects 
and builders are closely concerned. 


A NEW STRUCTURAL USE OF TIMBER 


The central feature of the TDA stand 
was a row of four timber rigid frames. 
These represented a new development 
which is unusual in a number of respects. 
Firstly, it is not suggested that this 
method of construction will save timber 
(although it might save labour) ; nor 
is it suggested that it will prove the 
cheapest possible method. It is claimed, 
however, that the TDA rigid frames will 
offer ‘“‘ marked advantages where un- 
obstructed headroom, low maintenance 
costs and aesthetic considerations are 
important,” and that they will be highly 
fire-resistant. The frame consists of 
columns and rafters, each composed of 
two or more sections of comparatively 
small timber (e.g. two 9-in. by 2-in. 
timbers, 4 in. apart, or for large spans, 
two thicknesses of four 4-in. by 2-in. 
sections, edge glued, and again } in. 
apart). The knee joints and the joint at 
the apex are formed by means of a 
4-in. mild-steel plate placed between the 
two thicknesses of timber, and secured 
to them by bolts and timber connectors. 


Phillip Reece, director of TDA, 
pointed out recently that, while ‘‘ glued 
laminated construction may well pro- 
vide the ultimate result of structural 
timber development (and it is because 
of this that the TDA has taken part 
in the OEEC-sponsored mission to 
study developments in the USA),” 
so far, glued laminated arches, not, in 
any case, a form unique to timber, 
were expensive. 


In developing its rigid frames, TDA 
has attempted to achieve continuity

without resorting to lamination or 
gradual curves. A number of different 
solutions were tested before the final 
choice of this compromise construction 
of steel plates and edge-to-edge glued 
timber members was chosen. 

It is estimated that the rigid frames 
will be about half the price of.laminated | 
arches. Either softwood or hardwood 
can be used and, because of the diffi- 
culty of embedding toothed-plate con- 
nectors into hardwood (split-rings and 
shear plates are dearer), TDA has 
produced a new type of connector 
specially for hardwood. It is a light, 
pressed steel shear plate, which does 
not have to be embedded under | 
pressure, and is much cheaper than 
the ordinary shear plate connector. 

As mentioned above, one of the 
advantages claimed for these rigid 
frames is their high degree of fire 
resistance. One of the most important 
factors determining the fire-resistance 
of a structural member is the “‘ specific 
surface ’’—i.e. the ratio of the surface 
of a member to its mass. 

A baulk of timber cannot easily be 
set on fire or kept on fire, unless it is 
subjected to a high temperature for a 
fairly long time. But if the baulk of 
timber is cut into shavings it will burn 
very easily indeed. A Belfast truss is 
the nearest thing structurally to a 
heap of shavings; the normal TDA 
trusses are a vast improvement ; the 
rigid frame, much better still, and it is 
estimated that its endurance under 
fire tests may prove to be as much as 
30 minutes—i.e. twice as long as 
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unprotected steelwork. 

An article on the TDA rigid frame, 
written by Phillip Reece, appears in | 
the current TDA Quarterly Review, | 
and we shall probably be hearing a 
good deal more on the subject.

PLUMBING 


The above drawing is an expanded

with rodding cap on top (which en- 
ables the soil pipe to be cleaned down 
to the unit in the flat below) and the 
waste then flows into the main soil pipe. 
The top of the “ inter-vent” pipe con- 
nects with the main anti-syphon pipe. 
We’s can discharge direct into the soil 
pipe (see sketch), or into the inter-vent 
pipe. An alternative, but similar, unit 
will receive the waste discharge from 
two flats side by side.

course, waste pipes must be at the 
correct slope to ensure that the seals in 
the traps are not broken (see BRS 
Digest No. 49 on one pipe plumbing). 
Econa also showed their latest patent 
resealing or “ anti-vac” trap. A cylin- 
der, at right angles to the waste pipe, 
has been inserted in the middle of an 
“S” trap. The cylinder, through which 
waste flows, holds enough waste water 
to reseal the trap (should a partial 
vacuum form) when the syphon is 
broken. The chamber is quickly re- 
movable for cleaning. 


FLOOR FINISH 


Linoleum as a floor finish does not 


now occupy the position it once held | 


for years with architects, partly because 
it now has so many rivals with which 
to compete and partly because it has 
been blamed for causing dry-rot in tim- 
ber floors and criticised for cracking. 
Both faults are, needless to say, not the 
fault of the material so much as the fault 
of the architect and the builder—or the 
housewife—in laying it badly in the 
wrong conditions. The Linoleum Manu- 
facturers’ Association’s stand, designed 
by John Bainbridge (associate designer 
Eric Schubert-Stevens) and illustrated 
on this page, shows the versatility of the

material as regards inlaid patterns— 
should such be desired. On the stand 
was a reprint of a series of abrasive tests 
made by the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards of the US Department of Com- 
merce. This showed that linoleum, to- 
gether with a cork composition tile, 
gives a better performance, as regards 
abrasion, than rubber, asphalt tile and 
various wood and compositionetiles and 
blocks. The advantages of linoleum 
tiles, or squares, and the colour range, 
are both considerable. 


Abrasion tests made on the Adamite 
Co.’s Altro safety floor coverings were 
also very satisfactory. This sheet floor- 
ing, made of 2°5 mm. PVC plastic to 
which aluminium oxide has been added 
to provide non-slip qualities, is avail- 
able in eleven colours at a cost, laid, of 
28s. (+ 25 per cent. tax) a sq. yd. The 
plain sheet, at 18s. (plus tax) is just pure 
PVC. It is considered a heavy duty 
floor suitable for public buildings, light 
factories, and, of course, laboratories, 
on account of its resistance to acids and 
alkalies. A thinner PVC sheet, backed 
with a jute felt base, and therefore with 
a slightly soft “tread,” has recently 
been produced. A dozen colours are 
available, some with basket-weave or 
ribbed surface textures at a cost, laid, 
of about 16s. a sq. yd. All sheeting 
should be laid on a bitumen adhesive 
and for maintenance a liquid water wax 
emulsion dressing is suggested. 


DOMESTIC HEAT PUMPS 


The most interesting heating develop- 
ment shown at the exhibition was the 
joint display by the Electricity Supply 
Authorities and the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power which dealt with heat 
pumps. Mr. Sumner’s Norwich pump, 
built by himself and an apprentice 
during the war, has been described 
many times already, and the Festival 
Hall pump, which can be used for heat- 
ing in winter and cooling in summer, is 
also fairly well known. 


During this summer, however, the 
South Western Electricity Board has 
been experimenting with domestic heat 
pumps in the houses of one or two 
employees, and has succeeded in sup- 
plying them with domestic hot water for 
a current cost of 2s. 4d. per week, the 
amount of water used varying between 
10 and 30 gallons per day. A standard 
compressor unit from an English Elec- 
tric refrigerator has been used, with the 
evaporator unit in the larder, thus pro- 
viding refrigerated food storage space, 
the heat from which is transferred to 
the hot water. Meter readings of cur- 
rent used and water heated showed a 
performance ratio varying between 14 
and 24 (i.e., between 14 and 24 times 
the heat put into the compressor unit 
motor was extracted in hot water). 


For well-designed heat pumps this is 
comparatively low but, allowing for 
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heat losses in the cylinder and the pipe 
runs, the performance ratio works out 
at between 24 and 4. It is possible 
that the 30-gallon cylinder used may be 
too large for the 4-h.p. compressor, but 
this is the normal cylinder size for 
domestic work, and it would be pre- 
ferable to use a larger compressor. 


The installation shown on the stand 
(page 700) uses compressed air as the 
circulating medium and is arranged to 
cool a larder and provide hot water, but 
this system could, it was suggested, be 
easily modified to provide space heating 
by means of warm air circulation. 


It is to be hoped that it will not be 
long before heat pump units will be 
available in sizes suitable for the small 
house, for they should show a very con- 
siderable economy in heating costs. 
Figures are difficult to find, but a 
design exists which should sell at not 
more than £200 and which is intended 
to provide space heating and hot water 
for an “‘ average bungalow.” It is not 
unreasonable to interpret this as a home 
with a floor area of 650 sq. ft. or so 
for which the hot water supply would 
normally require an immersion heater 
of 2 kilowatts at least, probably 3, plus 
at least two 2-kilowatt fires for space 
heating. The heat pump design has a 
5-h.p. motor, which would have a cur- 
rent rating of 34 to 4 kilowatts for the 
total heat load of the house. Bearing 
in mind that the motor would be 
thermostatically-controlled, and work- 
ing only at intervals, it is easy to see 
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that the current consumption for heat- 
ing by normal electrical methods should 
be reduced to about one-third, or even 
less. 


CEMENT SAVING 


Porous or weak mortars are desirable 
for ordinary brickwork in order to 
encourage the drying out of the brick- 
work after rain. With light-weight 
blocks, weak mortars are essential. 
In external rendering again, a weak 
mortar is preferable to avoid cracking. 
The bricklayer and the plasterer, how- 
ever, dislike working with a “lean” 
mix. They get a “fat” mix by using 
too much cement, or by adding lime, 
or even clay. An alternative addition 
to the ** lean”? mix which makes it easy 
to work, entrains air and forms a slightly 
porous mortar is a plasticizer called 
Phomene, produced by the Pyrene 
Co. Ltd. They claim that up to half 
the average amount of cement used on 
a building for mortar and rendering can 
be saved. The foaming agent is added 
at the rate of half a pint per cwt. of 
cement. It costs 8s. a quart and is 
sold in pint tins so as to avoid the 
wastage which the large tin encourages. 


BLACKBOARDS 


The Unique Balance Co. Ltd. are now 
using their spiral balances for adjustable 
blackboards. A set of three boards 
measuring just over 9 ft. wide costs £24. 
The two flanking boards are cantilevered 
from single balances and can be swung

| of small burnt clay units. 


through 180 deg., thereby making both 
sides of the board available. 


LATTICE SCREENS 


Lattice screens of terra-cotta and 
concrete are one of the features of 
buildings on the Continent which 
many architects admire. It was inter- 
esting, therefore, to see two firms 
exhibiting at Olympia units to make 
this type of screen wall. The first 
was the Sussex and Dorking United 
Brick Companies Ltd., who exhibited 
a screen, (photo below left) constructed 
These units 
are available to order and, if sufficient 
interest is aroused, they will go into 
regular production. 


On the stand of the Carter Group of 
Companies was a somewhat more 
elaborate screen (see photo below) 
composed of three types of glazed, 
pierced faience units, each about 1 ft. 
square. The cost is somewhat high, 
due to the difficulty in producing units 
glazed both sides, but the result is most 
effective. 


Again, so far, only available to order ; 
quantity production, which would, of 
course, bring down the price, will 
depend on the demand. 


PRESSED STEEL WINDOW FRAMES 


Also exhibited in order to obtain 
‘““user’s reactions” was _ Crittall’s 
pressed steel sub-framing. This re- 
places the normal outer frame of 
a standard metal window to produce 
a profile similar to that produced by 


a timber sub-frame. 


DOM BOC 


are hung direct to the pressed steel | 
frame; glass for fixed lights is fixed 
direct to it. 


SQUARE HOLES 

Small holes for fencing, washing-line 
poles and small piles are expensively 
and inefficiently dug by pick and shovel. 
The hand auger is very much more 
effective and so is the Guiterman 
Square-hole Digger and Multipick (de- 
signed by C. J. Rice). The latter are 
expensive tools (over £25 each) when 
compared with the cost of traditional 
tools, but are considerably more effici- 
ent. The Square-hole Digger is roughly 
a ** grab” on the end of an extendible 
rod operated by hand levers. The 
Multipick consists of a steel tube 
enclosing a steel ram which can be 
operated to provide a 14-lb. hammer 
blow per strike. A variety of heads 
enables the pick to be used for digging, 
tamping, undercutting holes and driv- 
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ing timber shoring. The value of the 
undercutting of post-holes, of avoiding | 
the unnecessary disturbance of earth, | 


Normal ventilators (opening lights) | and of economising in concrete shows 


the need for these tools. 


ELECTRIC COOKER 

British National Electrics, Ltd., were 
showing a new cooker, Model C51, 
which is intended to be a cheaper 
version of the Model C49. It is a 
simple, straightforward, design and 
considerable trouble has been taken to 
ensure that the top, the plates and the 
grill are easy to dismantle and clean. 
However, this cooker once more repeats 
details (typical of nearly all cookers) 
which are fundamentally unsatisfactory : 
such as ill-fitting joints on the inside of 
doors, where they are most readily 
fouled, and dirt-catching mouldings on 
handles. More attention seems to be 
paid today, by the designers of cookers, 
on making an exterior streamlined 
rather than making an interior easy to 
clean. The exterior is physically easy 
to clean anyway.

Each platform unit is built up of blockboard sheets, the 
chief supporting members being cut in a castellated 
silhouette for lightness sake and to save waste of material.

The structural system consists of pre- 

fabricated timber panels 34 in. thick. 
They are faced externally with ?-in. 
resin-bonded plywood, glued and nailed 
to vertical studs at 12-in. centres. 
Glass wool fibre is sent loose for fixing 
on the site as insulation (U factor: 
0°14 approx.) and 3-in plasterboard is 
used for the internal face. The panels 
are 8 ft. high by multiples of 4 ft. in 
breadth. The gable walls and chimney 
can be of traditional material, or a 
factory built wall with pre-cast concrete 
fireplace unit and concrete tubular 
internal chimney can be substituted. 
The roof may be low pitch, with board- 
ing and asphalt shingles, or at a 
35 deg. pitch for traditional tiling. 


The house is called extendible and it 
differs from other timber houses in this 
respect, largely because the walls and 
partitions of the bedroom of the basic 
plan (through which all extensions are 
made), are removable without affecting

typical underside of a “ Fural”’ roof. 
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the stability of the structure and are 
inter-changeable (presumably this 
means dimensionally co-ordinated), with 
the “‘ sections required for the exten- 
sion.”’ As can be seen from the plans, 
the extended house, with long passages, 
is not the product of a really flexible 
system of construction in the sense that 
certain structural systems for school 
building are flexible today. 


AN INGENIOUS CLADDING SYSTEM 


For architects, the most interesting 
and practicable of the new exhibits was 
a patented aluminium roofing and wall 
cladding, called Fural,’’ and sold by 
S. W. Ronald & Co. (London), Ltd. 
Most architects having watched crafts- 
men on their knees laying aluminium, 
copper, lead or zinc sheets by means of 
endless rolls, drips or welts and cease- 
less beating and cutting must wonder 
that no one has overcome the trouble 
of thermal movement in sheet materials 
except by cutting the sheet into small, 
interlocking pieces; an example of the 
advantages of machine-production 
being crippled by weakness in building 
technology. As far as aluminium is 
concerned, however, it would appzar that

an answer has been found. Whether 
the same principle would apply to 
other sheet metais is another matter— 
certainly not with regard to lead, at 
any rate. 

‘‘Fural’’ sheeting, which has been deve- 
loped and used extensively in Switzer- 
land over the past two years, was 
invented by a Swiss architect, J. Furrer, 
of Altdorf, in 1949. It is made from an 
aluminium and manganese alloy con- 
forming to NS3 in B.S. 1470, being 
rolled in strips to 22 SWG and then 
moulded on presses. The final strip is 
delivered to the site in rolls 90 ft. long 
and 27 in. wide. This forms a one-man 
load of 100 Ib. 

The sheet is corrugated, the ribs being 
at 6-in. centres and having a dovetail 
section. The sheet is laid in horizontal 
bands across the roof, the dovetail- 
section ribs clipping over dovetail 
tongues projecting from aluminium 
strips nailed to battens. The battens 
are at 2-ft. centres, and the sheet, being 
27 in. wide, a 3-in. overlap is formed. 
The uppermost 3 in. of each rib is of 
slightly smaller section than the re- 
mainder in order to allow the overlap- 
ping sheet to fit snugly. In the photo- 
graph below can be seen the top sheet

the sheet is warmed and therefore 
to lengthen. Movement of the strip 
itself is allowed by it having horizontal 
slots, instead of round holes, for nailing 
to the battens. Movement across the 
breadth of the sheet is allowed by the 
fact that each sheet can slide upon the 
sheet below it. 


Valleys, hips and the flashing of gable 
and parapet walls, and chimneys follows 
more or less normal methods. To get 
the maximum benefit out of the system, 
however, it is obvious that the above 
intricacies should be avoided. The 
fixing of guttering is normal.

lighter than tiles and only one-seventh 
the weight of corrugated asbestos, it 
permits the lightest of sub-structure and 
wide spans. The only boarding neces- 
sary is that required for insulation. 
It costs approximately £1 per sq. yd. 
and can be delivered from early next 
year. 


It has one obvious disadvantage, and 
to English eyes perhaps quite a large 
one. It cannot be laid flat. The mini- 
mum pitch is 6 deg. Le Corbusier has 
used it, see below, with the ribs running 
horizontally as wall cladding, for his 
own house at Vevey in Switzerland. 
How this seemingly illogical method 
is waterproofed was not known to the 
technicians at Olympia. Once a 
method has been found of laying it 
flat and keeping it waterproof—the 
tyranny, or discipline (take your choice) 
imposed by the pitched roof will have 
been overcome and nothing, it would 
appear, save perhaps cost and building 
industry conservatism, should prevent 
it, or something on the same or similar 
principle becoming a ** universal ” roof, 
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PLASTIC WALLS 


Holoplast Ltd. showed many of the 
different uses of their plastic panel, 
including their recent refinements for 
internal movable partitions. For limited 
heights the aluminium extrusion or 
timber stiffening members between 
panels can now be omitted and, by 
means of a special channel formed 
in the panel during manufacture (see 
2, in the illustration below), a simple 


| tongue and groove joint is made. The 


junction line is emphasised by a 
V joint. 

Panels are also formed of the normal 
4 ft. width in which two of the longi- 
tudinal channels in the hollow panel 
have walls of double thickness. A 
door can be formed in the centre of the 
panel by cutting through the thickened 
walls with a saw, and covering the 
exposed side of the opened-up channel 
with an aluminium extrusion (see 
4). Also shown in the illustration 
are a joint between solid and glazed 
panels and starting and corner details. 


PLASTER PANELS 

Most readers are familiar with the 
gypsum plaster honeycomb panels pro- 
duced by Bellrock Gypsum Industries Ltd. 


The firm is now making semi-auto- 
matic presses for leasing to building 
contractors who wish to make their 
own panels. The original hessian rein- 
forcement has been abandoned and 
nylon fibre is used instead. This, in 
combination with the new press, has 
reduced costs and the plaster panels 
are now as cheap as brickwork and 
much quicker to erect. 


A further refinement is now being 
introduced, the U value of a 4-in. 
panel is 0°37. If the honeycombs are 
filled with foamed plaster the U value 
is 0° 15—a figure quite suitable for an 
outside wall. The firm is, therefore, 
producing a panel in which one side 
of the panel is formed of gypsum 
plaster combined with a bituminous 
compound to make an external skin 
impervious to moisture. The joints 
between the panels are also formed of 
the bitumen impregnated plaster. The 
dark brown colour of the resulting 
panel is not very attractive, but it 
can be painted, or preferably, rendered. 


TILE-BLOCK FLOORS 

Architects have occasionally expressed 
fears about putting a wood block—or 
indeed any form of wood flooring— 
over sub-floor heating. To sooth these

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fears Aero Research, Ltd., has pro- 
duced a resin-bonded, sand-based tile 
with a }-in. hardwood (sapele) surface. 
This base is stable, inert and virtually 
impermeable. The tiles do not support 
combustion. They are 9 in. by 
9 in. by $ in. thick. The wood veneer 
should be kept waxed and polished, 
when it looks very attractive. Despite 
the wood facing, this flooring should be 
treated largely as a tile floor with 
regard to laying. The tiles can be set 
direct into a bedding layer over the site 
concrete (which should be hacked to 
provide a good key). A damp-proof 
course should not be necessary on a 
dry soil, but as the joints between the 
tiles are vulnerable, a DPC is essential 
with wet soils. The tiles can be cut 
easily, provided the veneer is first sawn. 


CONCRETE FLOORS AND ROOFS 


Readers will be familiar with ““Myko” 
precast concrete floors and _ roofs. 
Two developments were shown at the 
exhibition. One was the use of pre- 
stressing to increase the span of the 
beams, from the normal 17 ft. up to 
30 ft. The original nailable foamed 
slag casing is omitted and two wooden 
fillets are cast into the bottom of the 
beam instead. This allows ceiling 
boards to be fixed in the usual way. 
Services, unless running in line with the 
beams, have to be put in the floor screed 
which covers the foamed slag filler 
slabs. 

The second development is the use of 
a wire reinforcement and expanded 
metal cage, to go between the usual 
precast beams at 2-ft. centres. This 
cage carries the floor screed and allows 
the underside of the floor slab to be 
plastered as a normal ceiling. 


PRESTRESSED CONCRETE 


The Prestressed Concrete Develop- 
ment Group exhibited the well-tried 
Freyssinet, Magnel, and Lee McCall 
methods of post-tensioning. Work 
carried out by these methods represents 
the major part of all post-tensioned 
work in this country. McCall’s exhi- 
bited a typical beam end block showing 
their latest pattern of end plate, which 
is cast into the beam concrete and has a 
special grouting flange which fits into 
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the bar sheathing. In the final grout- 
ing operation, the grout can be injected 
through a hole in the end plate—a more 
satisfactory system than the previous 
method of using a sloping grouting 
tube passing from the beam face to the 
bar sheath. With this detail, of course, 
it is necessary to use a sheath to provide 
the bar duct. 

The Gifford-Udall jack, recently in- 
troduced on to the market, was also 
displayed. Unlike previous systems, 
with the Gifford-Udall System only one 
wire is tensioned at each operation, but 
the jack weighs only 60 Ib., and is very 
easy to handle. Anchorage is by means 
of Calurit’’ wedge grips which are 
already established in long-line pro- 
cesses. The Udall beam system, con- 
sisting of a prestressed trough into 
which in-situ concrete is poured to form 
a composite beam section, was also on 
show. 

Various forms of “ Hoyer” type 
beams and slab units were displayed by 
Concrete Ltd., The Concrete Develop- 


ment Co., Millbank Floors, Shockcrete | 


Floors, Pierhead and Stent. Attention 
was drawn by Millbank Floors to the 
use of prestressed concrete panels in 
walls of bins or in cavity walls where 
the prestress contributes to the weather- 
ing value of the concrete. 


The model of the B.E.A. maintenance | 
base structure by Holland and Hannen | 


& Cubbitts will be well known to those 
who have visited previous exhibitions, 
but it remains, nevertheless, one of the 
very few real proofs of the economy of 
prestressed concrete. It will be remem- 
bered that this structure consists of a 
judicious use of reinforced concrete, 
post-tensioned and pre-tensioned units, 
and was successful in an open com- 
petition with nine other designs. There 
is also at London Airport a new staff 
catering block which provides one of 
the first examples of a fully rigid frame 
using the Lee McCall system. This 
building is composed almost entirely 
of precast reinforced concrete columns 
and prestressed beams “ pinned” to- 
gether, and the 48-ft. span rigid frame 
provides stability to the main structure. 
(This building will be described and 
illustrated in a forthcoming issue of the 
JOURNAL.) 


Trussed Concrete exhibited a model 
of the Liverpool University Medical 
School—a multi-storey building con- 
structed with in-situ columns and pre- 
stressed beams of 37-ft. clear span, and 
Truscon ” precast floors. 


Concrete Ltd. exhibited a 4-scale 
model of a two-storey framed building 


_ of 30-ft. by 12-ft. bays, built up almost 


entirely from precast units. The diffi- 
cult problem with prefabricated build- 
ings of this type is to provide a beam- 
to-column connection which will be 
acceptable to the architect. In this 
building a small bracket is provided 
within the depth of the beam, and this 
is heavily reinforced by steel plates 
passing intothecolumn. The“ Bison” 
units which are used to span the 12 ft. 
are tapered down at the bearings to 
allow a Tee to be formed over the 
prestressed precast beam, giving a com- 
posite section. 


PARTITIONS 


Compactum Ltd. showed several 
varieties of sheet materials as partition 
panels inside their aluminium and hard 
wood framing. The aluminium columns 
are for partitions of up to 16 ft. height. 
Panels are joined horizontally by H- 
section strip. The box columns grip 
the panel infilling by projecting ribs and 
are themselves composed of two inter- 
locking channels screwed together by 
self-tapping screws. These channels, 
when unscrewed, can collapse together 
(only one is fixed rigidly to floor and 
ceiling) and a single panel removed 
without affecting the remainder of the 
wall. The column, measuring 4 in. xX 
1; in., unfortunately projects appre- 
ciably from both sides of the panel. For 
lower heights a round aluminium 
column is provided, to which H-section 
aluminium strip can be screwed to take 
panels from practically any angle. A 
cheaper alternative is hard-wood 
columns with vertical grooves into 
which the panels fit.
